How Hot Is It When It’s Too Hot To Work In An Office? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio OB-How. hot 
does it have to get before office 
m anagers should let their work­ 
ers go home to escape the heat? 
. Can anyone say that when the 
temperature hits a certain point 
that offices should lock up? 
Those questions were tossed at 
Dr. Ralph Dwork, state health di­ 
rector, about one year ago. Dr. 
Dwork assigned his aides to gath­ 
er the best opinions on the sub­ 
ject.

In July 1954 Columbus exper­ 
ienced a long string of hot days. 
Some office managers in the state 
office building let their workers go 
home early on hot days. When the 
clerks and stenographers and en­ 
gineers and others who had to 
stay on the job found that out 
they didn’t like it. 
So Dr. Dwork was asked to sup­ 
ply a heat yardstick. The requests 
also came from insurance compa­ 
nies. 


After gathering opinions from as 
many authorities as possible, Dr. 
Dwork came to this conclusion: 
Hot weather doesn’t affect all I 
people the same. What might be 
ideal for some wouldn’t be for 
others. So he couldn't come up 
with a convenient yardstick. 
“The studies don’t support any 
criteria which is universally ap­ 
plicable,” the doctor said. “There 


are too many variable factors. 
“I can't recommend when peo­ 
ple should be sent home. I think 
that executives should, with prop­ 
er discretion, decide each case on 
an individual basis.” 
Heat is more than just high tem ­ 
perature, Dr. Dwork points out, 
as the amount of heat a worker 
can stand without becoming un­ 
comfortable also depends on the 
humidity and air movement. 
The federal government has a , 


policy on dismissing workers on I 
hot days. When the thermometer 
soars to 95 degrees and the hu- ■ 
nudity is 55 per cent or higher, 
workers can go home. The same 1 
holds true if there is an equivalent 
ratio of tem perature to hum idity.; 
But there is difference of opinion 
on what is equivalent. 
Temperature and humidity un­ 
comfortable for some would not 


be for others. Factors that make 
this so, Dr. Dwork says, include 
whether a person likes his work, 
the state of his physical health, 
type of clothing worn, whether the 
work he is doing is heavy or 
light, and age and sex. 
If all workers were sent home 
■when some of the older employes 
were made uncomfortable by the 
heat, it wouldn’t be fair, the doc­ 
tor says. Some of the younger per­ 


sons would take advantage of the 
heat holiday to play golf. 
“ If a person can play golf, he 
probably could work at the same 
tem perature,” 
says 
the 
doctor. 
“An older person with heart trou­ 
ble, for instance, should be al­ 
lowed to go home earlier.” 
Temperatures that are not too 
hot to be comfortable ranged from 
72 degrees to 85 degrees, accord­ 
ing to various authorities consult­ 
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ed In the test, with the humidity 
being taken into consideration. 
While July 1955 was about ae 
hot as one year earlier, Dr. Dwortt 
says he has received no request* 
this year on when workers should 
be able to go home to escape the 
heat. 
“ Maybe those who suffered from 
the heat so much a year ago de­ 
cided it would be sm art to take 
their vacations in July and just 
aren’t around,” he opined.

Video Film 
Actors Go Out 
On New Strike 


HOLLYWOOD (41 — The actors, 
singers and announcers who work 
on television’s entertainment films 
went on strike early today. 
Officials of the 
Screen 
Actors 
Guild said its members will not 
work on any filmed shows except 
those of five producers who have 
signed new contracts. 
Basic dispute is whether actors 
will get paid when films are re­ 
run the second time. 
Under the old contracts between 
the guild and the Alliance of Tele­ 
vision Film Producers 
and 
the 
Association of Motion Picture Pro­ 
ducers, actors got residual pay­ 
ments for the third to sixth show­ 
ing of films. 
The actors’ group said that the 
newr contract signed by five of the 
producers provided 
actors 
with 
minimums increased from $70 to 
$82 for day players and from $250 
to $287.50 for weekly free-lance. 
In addition, it provided for pay­ 
ment of 75 per cent of the mini­ 
mum salary for the second run of 
a television film, 50 per cent for 
the third and fourth runs combin­ 
ed, 25 per cent for the fifth run 
and one final payment of 25 per 
cent covering the sixth 
and 
all 
subsequent runs. 
Most producers say that they ex­ 
pect to feel few

Eden and Prem ier Faure for their 
cooperation at the conference.” 
The deputies greeted the state­ 
ment with great applause. 
Bulganin said the Western lead­ 
ers had promised to preserve the 
harmonious spirit of Geneva. 
‘‘That is also our wish,” Bulgan­ 
in declared to further applause. 
In this connection he said Eis­ 
enhower's proposal still is under 
consideration. The Soviet Union is 
trying to find ways to get the po­ 
sitions of the two sides closer to­ 
gether and find 
agreement, 
the 
premier asserted. 
Yesterday Bulganin told the Su­ 
preme Soviet 
Eisenhower’s

would be ineffective “ because our 
two countries comprise vast a r­ 
eas on which, if it were desired, 
one could hide anything one want­ 
ed to.”

Eisenhow­ 
er said the United States will con­ 
sider sympathetically R u s s i a n 
proposals along the sam e line with 
a determination to find a solution 
fair to both sides. 
He appeared at a news confer­ 
ence to be at least moderately op­ 
timistic that disarm am ent negoti­ 
ations with Russia will eventually 
lead to agreements “ fair to both 
sides.” 
He spoke more sternly, however, 
when on Red China and possible 
U, S. recognition of that country. 
He made clear he is not inter­ 
ested now iii any future summit 
meeting on F ar Eastern prob­ 
lems, and he said

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A-Bomb Birthday 'Party' 
Atomic Disease' Is Fear 
Held By Japanese Today 


. (Editor’s Note: The most lasting I 
and sensitive impression the sur­ 
vivors of the atomic attacks on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki have to­ 
day is an abiding fear that their 
bodies still are affected; that they 
may come down with “ atomic dis­ 
ease” even now IO years after the 
blasts. H ere’s a report on the situ- 
’Wtion, including what U. S. and 
Japanese doctors are doing about 
it, last of three articles.)

HIROSHIMA. Japan iff, — Thou-] 
sands who survived the 
atomic 
bombings of Hiroshima and Naga­ 
saki IO years ago live in fear today 
that their health is permanently 
damaged. 
^ It is a fear subtly exploited by 
^nti-Am erican 
elements, 
but 
it 
exists. 
Some Japanese say “ years after 
exposure to the bomb you suddenly 
become ill and die of atomic or ra­ 
diation sickness. It is happening 
every week.” 
Others, including some doctors, 
claim exposure to radiation has re­ 
duced their energy and probably 
will shorten their lives. 
rn When a survivor of the Hiroshim 
nr Nagasaki atomic blasts dies — 
even if the cause is old age—some 
people and occasionally newspaper 
chalk it up to the bomb. 
The atomic bomb casualty com­ 
mission (ABCO, a joint U. S. - 
Japanese 
research project, 
says 
much of this is unfounded. The 
ABCC, conducting an exhaustive 
statistical study of longterm health 
effects in the atom-bombed cities 
-has some of the answers already. 
The study will continue for years, 
perhaps generations, officials say, 
but these are the basic findings so 
far: 
1. Leukemia, the fatal blood dis­ 
ease, right now is more prevalent 
than normal among survivors of 
the A-bomb. 
2. So are eye cataracts, or opa­ 
city of the lens, although no blind­ 
ness has been produced. Forty per 
f o n t of those so heavily exposed to 
radiation during atomic attack that 
their hair temporarily fell out have 
suffered this. 
3. No genetic effects have been 
observed in the first generation of 


children born to mothers exposed 
to radiation. 
Dr. R. H. Holmes, Aiken, S. C., 
director of the ABCC said that in 
examining 75,000 adults and 70,000 
children of Hiroshima and thou­ 
sands more in Nagasaki, “ the crit­ 
ical area for radiation was 2,000 
meters lVi miles from the bomb’s 
center. For any practical purpose, 
anyone further was not affected.” 
Both bombs happened to be about 
the sam e size. 
“ Leukemia definitely increased 
among those heavily exposed to 
radiation. Fortunately the total has 
been 
relatively 
s rn a 11,” 
said 
Holmes. 
There have been 70 cases of leu­ 
kemia in Hiroshima and 50 in Nag­ 
asaki, and they are still coming 
with abnormal frequency. 
Leukemia has stricken I in 400 
persons heavily exposed to radia­ 
tion, compared to I in 5,000-6,000 
outside the critical area. This is 12 


to 35 times 
as much leukemia 
among A-bomb survivors. One Ja p ­ 
anese doctor figured two-thirds of 
Nagasaki leukemia cases are at­ 
tributable to the bombing. 
Holmes said “ It is unlikely gene­ 
tic effects will be observed in sub­ 
sequent generations. H o w e v e r , 
everyone fam iliar with the subject 
knows radiation is capable of pro­ 
ducing mutations. If such m uta­ 
tions occur, it is probable they 
would be so diluted in the future 
population so as to escape observa­ 
tion.” 
The widespread talk of “ atomic 
sickness” is a perplexing problem 
with ABCC doctors reluctant to dis­ 
credit it entirely.

WASHINGTON, [R\ - The Rus­ 
sians, rejecting President Eisen­ 
hower’s arms control plan, 
say 
they like their own better. Eisen­ 
hower will come up with another. 
What are the differences between 
the two countries on disarm am ent 
They can be explained in terms 
of three ideas: 
t 
I. For years the United States 
had insisted there could be no dis­ 
armament without complete inspec­ 
tion, meaning, in the case of the 
United States and Russia, that each 
would agree to teams of interna­ 
tional inspectors. 
In both countries these inspectors 
would have complete freedom to 
go where they wished and check 
as they pleased to be sure neither 
* side was cheating after agreeing 
^ to disarm and particularly after 
agreeing 
on 
abolishing 
atomic 
weapons. 
In that way only, the United 
States felt, could any country be 
sure it wasn’t being kidded into 
disarming itself while another got 
ready to attack it. 
The Russians wouldn’t buy that 
idea. They wanted no foreign in­ 
spectors poking around in Russia. 
VThere the m atter stood for years, 
"neither side yielding. 
2. Last May IO the 
Russians 
yielded a bit — but not as far as 
the United States wanted. They 
said they would agree to teams of 
international inspectors being sta­ 
tioned in Russia, but their m ove­ 
ments would be limited. They could 
not have full freedom to check 
anywhere in Russia. They’d be sta­ 
tioned at strategic points, like rail 
^ centers and airfields. 
9 This was the reasoning behind 
their offer: No great power nowa­ 
days could prepare for war against 
another without vast movements 
of troops, planes and materials, all 
of which could be spotted by the 
inspectors at the airfields and rail 
centers. They could sound a w arn­ 
ing. 
The Western Powers are suspi­ 
cious of this idea. A similar sys­ 
t e m was set up in Korea after 
the armistice there but in North 
Korea the Reds got around the 
agreement by building new trans­ 
portation centers away from those 
under inspection. 
Nevertheless, since May IO Ei­ 


senhower has indicated that per­ 
haps 
the 
United 
States 
would 
settle for something less than the 
IOO per cent foolproof system pre­ 
viously insisted upon by this coun­ 
try.. 
Why 
Perhaps 
because 
in 
the 
atomic age no inspection might be 
IOO per cent effective in detecting 
sneak manufacture of atomic weap­ 
ons. 
3. At his Geneva meeting with 
Russian P rem ier Bulganin and the 
Premiers of Britain and France, 
Eisenhower proposed on July 21 a 
two fold plan as an example of 
this country’s desire for disarm a­ 
ment: the United States and Rus­ 
sia would (A) exchange complete 
blueprints on their military estab­ 
lishments and (B) agree to let 
each other’s 
planes take 
aerial 
photographs inside their territories 
to check on military strength. 
Thursday Bulganin rejected Ei­ 
senhower’s proposal on the grounds 
that the areas of the United States 
and Russia are so huge either side 
could conceal anything it wished. 
He said the Russians regard their 
May IO idea as more realistic. 
Shortly afterwards at his news 
conference Eisenhower, apparently 
not disturbed by the Russian turn­ 
down, said the United States in­ 


tends to make some new proposals 
late this month. 
He has had Harold E. Stassen 
studying the whole disarmament 
problem to bring it up to date and 
make new recommendations which 
probably will be different from 
those this 
country had 
insisted 
upon for years. 
Eisenhower said this matter will 
take a lot of examination by a lot 
of experts.

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WINDMILL EHA 
WHIRLING away within sight of down 
town Seoul in Korea is a windmill to draw 
water from deep underground pools. Wo­ 
men throng around it filling buckets and 
tubs. A dispatch refers to the windmill as 
‘‘the Kansas forerunner of the atomic 
age. 
The comparison is not farfetched. The 
plains country was dotted with windmills 
in an earlier day. No farmstead was com­ 
plete without one, and ranches had a full 
complement. Many a townsman, too, avail­ 
ed himself of this implement operated by 
nature's power without cost. Windmills 
were also set up to operate generators to 
charge batteries for light plants. But in 
the main they pumped water. 
If the atomic age ever approaches the 
benefaction of free power which lifted wat­ 
er to the surface for man and beast, and 
still does in some degree, it will be a great 
contribution to human weal. 
The windmill began fading out as motors 
powered by petroleum fuels and electri­ 
city came increasingly within the reach 
of all. Central water supplies shoved the 
windmill out of urban precincts, and mo­ 
tive power has made water more abund­ 
ant for farm uses than ever before. 
As windmills disappear from the prairie 
landscape, there is many a memory of an 
era that is almost gone. There will be 
some who won’t regret it, including the 
man made dizzy by height who had to ask 
a neighbor to climb the tower and grease 
his mill for him. 


WHAT THEY CAN DO 
NOTHING IS secluded from the prying 
eyes of those peering into the nooks and 
crannies of this country, not even the 
sleeping attire of males. 
A survey by the pajama industry dis­ 
closes a number of furious facts, o n e of 
which is that the vast majority of males 
wear pajamas and prefer the coverage 
from neck to ankle and conservative in col­ 
or. Only Washington politicians p r e f e r 
loud colors, which is something of a mys­ 
tery. Most politicians crave public atten­ 
tion but they do not ordinarily receive it in 
night dress. 
The survey shows, among other things, 
that ll per cent of males sleep in pajama 
tops alone and 6 per cent in pajama bot­ 
toms only. More than half the married 
men confessed their wives bought the pa­ 
jam as and 47 per cent said their w i v e s 
even wore them. The average man owns 4.5 
pairs of pajamas and traveling men twice 
as many. 
If people ever grow weary of such pry­ 
ing, they have an easy remedy. All they 
need to do is toss the questionnaires, which 
clutter every mail, into the waste basket. 


NEW GIMME GIMMICK? 
LEGISLATION is now pending in Con­ 
gress that proposes a five-year $37.5 mil­ 
lion federal aid program to develop rural 
public service. 
This is merely one more item in the 
lengthening list of dogooders’ causes which 
bypass the obvious local and state govern­ 
ments, and seek to finagle money out of 
local taxpayers by a more circuitous route. 
That is, by siphoning the money to Wash- 
ington and then piping it back again after 
the federal bureaucrats have deducted 
their generous brokerage fees. 
The bypassing is done because it is much 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


I see that those who are supposed to 
know and understand the personalities in 
our society known as “film tycoons,” feel 
that the era of good-will may do them no 
good. Personally, I have never met a 
“film tycoon” although I have a greater or 
lesser acquaintance with such men as 
Louis B. Mayer, Spyros Skouras, H a r r y 
Cohn and perhaps half a hundred more or 
less of the men who have been successful 
in management of the motion picture in­ 
dustry. But what a ‘film tycoon” is, I do 
not know. 
According to my colleague Dorothy Kil- 
gallen, these persons were paying great at­ 
tention to the “Summit Talk” at Geneva. 
So was most of the world, at the time of 
the conferences, and it is not surprising 
that the citizens of the United States who 
lived in Hollywood, Bel Air, Beverly Hills, 
Santa Monica and similar places in Cali­ 
fornia should have been as interested in con 
ferences as the citizens of Oslo, Warsaw, 
Bonn, and the Bronx. 
Some of the Hollywood folk may have 
sons whom they want to continue to live 
and therefore they like peace. J. Myer 
Schin, for instance, knows how tough it 
can be to have a son plucked out of his work 
to swat flies in Alaska. It could be worse 
in worse places. 
My point is that people are people, what­ 
ever their occupations. The story is that 
the “film tycoons” have invested millions 
of dollars in motion pictures delightfully 
called, flickers, in which the villains are 
Communists and that if love and good-will 
prevailed, as a result of the Geneva Con­ 
ference, these films would be outdated and 
Hollywood “film tycoons” would lose all 
their money. 
Thus far, few important motion pictures 
have appeared in which the veritable vil­ 
lain is a Communist. The best of such pic­ 
tures, “My Son John,” which was based on 
the story of Alger Hiss, got killed off by a 
series of episodes which somehow one nev­ 
er expects in real life. Few anti-Communist 
pictures have made any big money—noth­ 
ing like pictures make which emphasize 
sex. * 
The motion picture industry does find it 
difficult to portray villains because of the 
pressures of foreign countries and minor­ 
ity groups in the United States. The only 
stereotyped villain against whom there is 
never a protest is an American citizen 
who has been successful in his business, 
possibly a banker, tall, handsome, well­ 
dressed, living a moral family life, going 
to church and investing his money produc­ 
tively. Such a man belongs to no minority 
group and therefore has no organized de­ 
fenders. 
On the other hand, a Communist villain, 
particularly one who has spied on his coun­ 
try but has hidden behind the good a n d 
broad shield of the Fifth Amendment, will 
evoke the anger of those who believe in but 
do not alw&ys practise civil liberties and 
who regard what they call democracy as 
more important than patriotism, moral re­ 
sponsibility and the Natural Law of God. 
It is difficult to believe that even {hose 
who make motion pictures for a living 
would make a villain out of a Communist 
because it is a fashion and then paint the 
Devil as a saint because the trend has 
changed. There are some in this business, 
as in any other, who are lacking in char­ 
acter and to whom the paper dollar and a 
mammoth swimming pool have come to be 
symbols of importance. 
On the whole, however, the management 
of the larger companies in the motion pic­ 
ture industry is in the hands of responsible 
men with an understanding of American 
problems. No one would question the bona 
fides of Walt Disney, to mention a name.

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Improper "Blowing" 
Has Serious Results 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
TODAY, I’m going to tell you 
how to blow your nose. Now don’t 
snicker. This is not as silly as you 
might think. 
I’ll bet the m ajority of you don't 
blow 
correctly. 
And 
improper 
blowing might have serious and 
painful results. You have to be 
especially careful when you have 
a head cold and sore throat. Let 
me explain. 
In Early Stages 
During the early stages of a 
head cold your nose secretes 
mucus which reaches the back 
of your throat. 
To get rid of it, you probably 
press your nostrils tightly to­ 
gether with your handkerchief 
and blow violently. Occasionally, 
you m ight feel your ear drums 
snap upon an exceptionally hard 
blow. 
This is a warning of what m ight 
happen. The air pressure you 
generate can push this mucus 
from your th ro at through the 
eustachian tube into the middle 
ear. When this happens you’re 
apt to have trouble. 
May Cause Infection 
In fla m m a tio n m ay fill th e 
chamber with pus. Swelling of 
the eustachian tube m ight close 
the tube, trapping the pus in your 
ear. Pressure of the pus on your 
ear drum will cause intense pain 
and maybe complications such as 
mastoiditis. 


Aided by new drugs, your doc­ 
tor can usually clear up such 
complications, but he may have to 
lance your ear drum to do it. 


Avoid Trouble 


You can avoid trouble simply 
by blowing your nose correctly. 
Take your handkerchief and hold 
it loosely. Be careful not to press 
both nostrils closed at the same 
time. Then, blow easily. 
There is one more precaution 
which, while not always polite, is 
proper as far as your health is 
concerned. 
Generally, the safest thing st 
do when you have a cold is to sniff 
the mucus to the back of your 
throat and then spit it out. 
Society, however, frowns on this 
method. Blowing is much more 
gentlemanly. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
K. K.: I have been troubled 
with dizziness for a period of six 
weeks. What would be the cause 
of it? 
Answer: Dizziness is caused by 
various conditions, among which 
are constipation, high blood pres­ 
sure, heart and kidney trouble, 
and disturbances of the eyes or 
ears. 
It would be advisable for you 
to have a thorough physical ex­ 
am ination by a physician to de­ 
termine its cause.

Prosperity Causes Sneeze

Ut) — America, 
which leads the world in tele­ 
phones and 
automobiles, 
also 
has more hay fever victims than 
any other country. 
Why? 
Prosperity, 
good 
old 
prosperity. 
This is the theory of Dr. Ru­ 
dolph Mayer, discoverer of pyri- 
bensamine, 
and 
antihistamine 
used in the treatm ent of hay 
fever. 
In Europe, where every avail­ 
able piece of land is tilled or 
utilized in some way, there is 
po room for ragweed, which is 
blamed for 80 per cent of ail hay 
fever. 
“ Only in the United States can 
we afford the luxury of unused 
open fields and lots, where rag- 
v id grows,” said Dr. Mayer. 
While hay fever may be a by­ 


product of national prosperity, it 
gives its victims, whose annual 
seasonal 
torture 
begins 
this 
month, anything but* a sense of 
individual well being. 
And the ailment is on the in­ 
crease. 
The U. S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice says there are nearly four 
million asthma and hay 
fever 
sufferers in this country. It is 
estimated the two diseases cost 
some 24,750,000 
lost 
workdays 
each year. 
One of the sorest points with 
thus* afflicted with hay fever is 
that they meet with little sym­ 
pathy 
from 
their 
nonaliergic 
friends. Their plight is regard­ 
ed as oddly humorous. The sur­ 
est way to make an enemy of a 
man with hay fever is to tell 
him, “ It's all in your mind.” 
It isn t ragweed pollen rn itself 


that causes hay fever, but cer­ 
tain chemicals in it resembling 
the chemicals in viruses. They 
in turn produce histamine, a de­ 
composition product which caus­ 
es the wheezing, sneezing, eye- 
watering nose-running symptoms 
of hay fever. 
Dr. Mayer sees no immediate 
hope of cutting down the inci­ 
dence of hay fever. He expects 
the number of cases to grow in 
the next few years. 
Many Europeans 
who 
never 
had hay fever before develop it 
on coming to this country. Dr. 
Mayer, who came here in 1942, 
is an exception. 
“So far, I haven’t had any,” 
he said .-After spending 25 years 
studying allergies, the last thing 
he wants is hay fever. 
He knows it’s nothing to be 
sneezed at.

Each slice of the 
finished product makes a pretty rainbow sandwich. 


PARTY SANDWICH LOAF 


1 cup grated Cheddar cheese 
2 tablespoons chopped pim iento 
Salad dressing 
Salt and pepper 
lVi-pound can salmon 
Vi stalk celery, chopped fine 


Vi teaspoon paprika 
Va cup blue cheese, or other cheese 
Green food coloring 
Clam juice or milk 
Vs pound cream cheese 
I loaf unsliced enriched yeast-raised 
bread 
Radishes 


Mash together Cheddar cheese and pimiento. Moisten w ith salad dressing 
and season to taste with salt and pepper. Set aside. Flake salmon, add 
chopped celery and moisten w ith salad dressing. Stir in paprika. Set 
aside. Tint blue cheese with green coloring; and then moisten with 
salad dressing and mix until smooth. Set aside. Add enough clam juice 
or milk to cream cheese to soften it to spreading consistency. Set aside. 
Remove all crusts from loaf of bread. Cut in four lengthwise slices. Spread 
one slice w ith cheese and pim iento mixture. Cover with second slice. 
Spread with flaked salmon, cover with third slice. Spread with blue or 
other cheese, top with remaining slice. Cover rop and sides of loaf with 
softened cream cheese. Chill overnight in covered box in refrigerator. 
Garnish top w ith sliced radishes.

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The Exiles in Babylon 


THET WEEP WHEN THEY ARE ASKED TO SING 
A SACRED SONO IN A STRANGE LAND 


Friday, August 5 


Scripture—Psalm 137:1-$; Jeremiah 
Daniel S. 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
HAVE ANY of you children 
been away from home and ex* 
perienced homesickness? Possibly 
some of the very smallest chil­ 
dren in the Sunday school may 
never have been away without 
their paraents. Many of the older 
ones, staying at summer camps, 
visiting friends or relatives, learn 
what the word nostalgia means 
when they long for the familiar 
home surroundings. Older people 
often have the s a m e unhappy 
feelings when they are on vaca­ 
tion trips, when they move from 
one location to a new one, etc. It 
Is a very unhappy experience, so 
we can imagine when the Jews 
of Judah found themselves bowed 
down with woe a f t e r being 
dragged against their will from 
their homes and compelled to stay 
in the strange land of Babylon. 
How many people in our world 
are feeling the same as these 
exiles after having their homes 
destroyed by war, and themselves 
forced into camps for displaced 
persons, far from their homes. 
So many hearts the world over 
can understand and sympathize 
with the feelings of the people of 
Judah w'ho ware captives in a 
strange land. This 137rd Psalm is 
the saddest of all the Psalms: 
"By the rivers of Babylon, there 
wa sat dowm, yea, wa wept, when 
wa remembered Zion. We hanged 
our harps upon the willows in the 
midst thereof. 


and from all the places whither 
I have driven you, saith the Lord.” 
We will have to condense the 
thrilling story of the three young 
Jew's who rebelled against King 
Nebuchadnezzar for lack of space. 
The children s h o u l d have the 
whole chapter read to them, or 
the story told to them in dra­ 
matic fashion so that they realize 
how brave these young men were. 
Nebuchadnezzar had an image 
of gold mode. It probably was 
not made of solid gold, but cov­ 
ered with gold, and it has been 
estimated that the image was 90 
feet tall and nine feet broad. It 
may have been Nebuchadnezzar’s 
own image, as k i n g s of that 
period often erected images of 
themselves with inscriptions in 
their own praise, in conquered 
countries. 
Nebuchadnezzar c o m m a n d e d 
that all the people in the city 
should bow down before this im­ 
age and worship it, when they 
heard the sound of the many mu­ 
sical instruments. Apparently all 
the people did as commanded ex­ 
cept three young Jews who were 
faithful to their God even unto 
death. The penalty for disobeying 
the king’s command was death 
within the hour in a fiery furnace. 
Some one told the king that 
these three—Shadrach, Meshach 
and Abednego—had not bowed in 
worship before the image, and 
they were brought before the 
king. 


MEMORY VERSE 
"He will deliver us out of thine hand, O king. But if not, be it 
known unto thee, O King, that we will not serve thy gods, nor 
worship the golden image which thou hast set up.” — Daniel 
3:17-18. 


"For there they that carried us 
aw'ay captive required of us a 
song; and they that wasted us re­ 
quired of us mirth, saying, Sing 
us one of the songs of Zion. How 
shall we sing the Lord’s song in 
a strange land?” 
Jeremiah sent a letter to these 
first captives of Nebuchadnezzar 
telling them that the Lord had 
told him that the captivity would 
last for 70 years. The Lord coun­ 
seled the Jews, "Build ye houses, 
and dwell in them; and plant 
gardens, and eat the f r u i t of 
them. 
‘Take ye wives, and beget sons 
and daughters; and take wives for 
your sons, and give your daugh­ 
ters to husbands that they may 
bear sons and daughters; that ye 
may be increased there, and not 
diminished.” 
To settle down in that foreign 
land, to marry, bear children, 
build homes, to go into business 
and wax strong in exile—that was 
the program the Lord outlined 
for these homesick people. For 
the displaced persons of our own 
day that is a common-sense rule 
and what thousands are doing— 
making homes, earning their liv­ 
ings in "strange lands,” and wax­ 
ing strong in a free country. 
The Lord also told His people 
to pray to Him, "And ye shall 
seek Me, and find Me, when ye 
shall search for Me with all your 
heart,” Then w o u l d the Lord 
"turn away your captivity; and 
X will gather you from all nations. 


The king told the three that if 
they failed to w o r s h i p as he 
ordered, they would at once be 
thrown into the furnace, adding, 
"And who is that God that shall 
deliver you out of my hands?” 
Their answer was, "If it be so, 
our God whom we serve, is able 
to deliver us -from the burning 
fiery furnace, and He will deliver 
JJS out of thy hand, O King. But 
if not, be it known unto thee, O 
king, that we will not serve thy 
gods, nor worship the golden im­ 
age which thou hast set up.” 
The king was furious, and he 
commanded that the furnace be 
heated to seven times its usual 
heat, and that the men be cast 
into it. So hot was the fire that 
the men who cast the t h r e e 
youths in were burned to death. 
Apparently peering into the 
furnace, the king was astonished 
to see four men therein—the three 
and One more—either Jesus or an 
angel from heaven. Even their 
clothes were not scorched. They 
were completely unharmed, so 
Nebuchadnezzar ordered the three 
to come out, and they did, and 
Nebuchadnezzar blessed the God 
of Shadrach, Meshach and Abed­ 
nego who had saved them, and he 
promoted the three in the prov­ 
ince of Babylon. 
Many martyrs have died for 
their faith in the world’s history. 
Could we—any of us—be as brave 
and faithful to our God m these 
three young men?

Winter greenhouse tomatoes. A 
cup of cooked or canned toma­ 
toes has 46 calories, a cup of 
the juice has only 50 calories, 
and a medium sized tomato con­ 
tains 30 calories.
